CRUZ, DEPTUTY DIRECTOR OF NATIONAL NUCLEAR ENERGY INSTITUTE 
(INEN) AND MEXICAN CO-CHAIRMAN OF THE WORKING GROUP (WG), 

THE LATTER ADVISED EMBREP THAT IN HIS OPINION AND EARLY MEETING 
OF THE WG SHOULD BE CALLED SO AS TO GET ON WITH THE PROJECT 
STALEMATED SINCE EARLY 1973. 

2. GALVEZ CRUZ, WHO MORE THAN MILDLY ENTHUSIASTIC ABOUT QUOTE 
THE TIME BEING RIPE TO MOVE AHEAD UNQUOTE, ADVISED SEPTEMBER 12 
THAT HE HAD DISCUSSED THE MATTER WITH INEN WG MEMBER GREAF 
FERNANDEZ, WHO CONCURRED WHOLEHEARTEDLY. HE PLANS ALSO DISCUSS 
WITH FONSEC REP CABRERA WITH VIEW GETTING TOGETHER INFORMALLY 
WITH EMBREPS WHEN GRAEF RETURNS FROM VIENNA IAEA MEETING 
LATTER PART OF MONTH. 
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3. GOM CO-CHAIRMAN FURHTER ADVISED THAT HE, GRAEF AND VELEZ 
OF INEN PLAN ATTEND NUCLEAR INDUSTRIAL FORUM OCTOBER MEETING 
WASHINGTON, WHICH MIGHT PROVIDE OPPORTUNITY INFORMAL EXCHANGE
